THE PRESIDENT. 


Minister Bayard May Go to the Sen­ 
ate—Appointment of a New Em­ 
bassador to Great Britain Among 
the Possibilities—Reciprocity News 
From the Capital. 


TO HAVE A NEW TRIAL. 


w a s h i n g t o n , Oct. 24.—W hen Presi­ 
d en t Cleveland returns to this city he 
w ill find much business of g reat im ­ 
portance aw aiting his attention. P rob­ 
ably th e first im portant business to en­ 
gage his atten tio n w ill be th e render­ 
ing of a decision in th e Brazil-A rgen­ 
tine boundary dispute, determ ining the 
ow nership of the Missiones territory. 
T he action of the quadruple alliance 
w ill 
furnish 
some 
food 
for re­ 
flection although 
this governm ent 
has 
declined 
to 
become 
a 
par­ 
ticipant 
in 
th e 
China-Japan 
w ar. 
But th e fact th a t China has de 
term ined in advance to select Secretary 
of S tate Gresham as her a rb itra to r in 
th e event of arb itratio n w ill of neces­ 
sity m ake the U nited S tates prom inent 
in th e settlem ent of the oriental dis­ 
pute. 
He w ill also have the report of 
th e national strike commission, w hich 
is now being prepared, to consider and 
act upon. 
Then there is th e aw arding 
of an indem nity to be paid by th e 
U nited States of Columbia to Ita ly for 
th e m urder of a citizen in th a t coun­ 
try , w hich m atter was left to th e Pres­ 
ident to be disposed of. 
/ 
The N icaraguan m atter w ill ta k e 
considerable careful thought, as sev­ 
eral delicate diplom atic questions are 
involved. 
The question of reciprocity 
has, by th e w ithdraw al bf th e special 
tra d e favors extended by Cuba and 
Brazil, been b rought into prom inence 
and its settlem ent may cause much 
serious thought. 
The selection of a successor to Am­ 
bassador B ayard m ust be regarded as 
a possible contingency, as it is said 
th a t in the event of a dem ocratic legis­ 
latu re being elected he w ill be chosen 
to succeed H iggins in the senate. 
A large num ber of presidential post­ 
m asterships have recently become va­ 
can t by th e expiration of commissions 
an d m ust be filled. Of course,these and 
o tip y appointm ents w ill not be an ­ 
nounced u n til a fte r Nov. 6, w hen th e 
danger of m aking cam paign enem ies 
w ill,have been passed. 
Last, b u t not least, is 
th e 
suit 
to be brought on behalf of Ex-

asking 
for a 
couple

m illion 
dollars 
from 
th e U nited S tates governm ent because 
of th e 
p a rt 
tak en 
in 
procuring

The estim ates of appropriations for 
th e next fiscal Jyear have been com­ 
pleted and th e P resident can occupy 
any of his spare tim e in beginning th e 
preparation of his annual message to 
congress^ w hich m ust be got ready 
w ith in the com ing six weeks. 
So th a t 
it is easy to appreciate how, on his re­ 
tu rn , th e President w ill find aw aiting 
atten tio n enough w ork to put his re­ 
cuperated pow ers into active play. 


Koetting Rearrested as Soon as the De­ 
cision Is Known. 
M a d is o n , Wis., Oct. 24.—The Su­ 
prem e court yesterday granted the ap­ 
peal of John B. K oetting, ex-cashier of 
th e South Side Savings bank, M ilwau­ 
kee, for a new trial. 
The decision 
says the low er court erred in refusing 
th e request of the defendant's counsel 
to direct a verdict of not guilty on the 
ground th a t th ere was no evidence 
w hatever of the specific offense con­ 
tained in the inform ation. 
D istrict 
A ttorney H am m el alm ost a t once filed 
a new com plaint against John B. K oet­ 
tin g and had th e sheriff bring him 
into court again. 
The new com plaint 
charges Mr. 
K oetting w ith having, 
Ju ly 21, 1893, taken a deposit from H. 
H ooper of $48 and from L. N achtsheim 
of $] 56. 
This is believed to cover th e 
ground and avoid the previous tech­ 
nicality. 
The case w ill be tried Nov. 
I, 
The arrest of K oetting w ill be fol­ 
lowed by th e arrest and arraignm ent 
of the officers of th e Plankinton bank, 
President 
Frederick T. Day, Vice- 
P resident W illiam 
Plankinton, and 
D irectors Judge J. G. Jenkins, Eugene 
S. E lliott, and Francis W. Noyes. 
All 
of these officers and directors w ill be 
rearrested w ithin forty-eight hours as 
a result of the decision handed down 
by the Supreme court a t M adison yes­ 
terday m orning.

m eeting is to form a national organi­ 
zation. 
I t is likely th e constitution 
and ritu al of th e old Switchm en's Mu­ 
tu a l Aid association w ill, w ith a few 
changes, be adopted. Among th e nam es 
proposed for th e new organization are 
“ The Sw itchm en’s Union of N orth 
A m erica,” “ The B rotherhood of R ail­ 
w ay Sw itchm en” and “ The Sw itch­ 
m en's Benevolent association.” 
Many 
of the m em bers favor th e first nam ed, 
and it w ill probably be adopted. 
The 
election of perm anent officers w ill be 
the last business to be transacted. 
All 
th e delegates agree th a t a national as­ 
sociation m ust be form ed and intend 
to com plete such an organization be­ 
fore they leave K ansas City. 
M any 
are disposed to do aw ay w ith the in­ 
surance feature, which, w hile it has 
its benefits, has been found very often 
to be a source of trouble to th e organi­ 
zations composed of railroad men.

Commissioner to Submit It 
land for Approval. 
Washington, Oct. 24.-—The national 
strike commission appointed by the 
President to 
investigate 
the g reat 
strik e a t Chicago reconvened yester­ 
day in th e office of Commissioner 
W right. 
I t is said th a t th e im portant 
rulings recently m ade by Justice H ar­ 
lan of th e U nited States Supreme court 
in the Jenkins injunction case are in 
line w ith th e conclusions draw n from 
th e Chicago outbreak, as to th e rights 
and lim itations of strikers. 
The re­ 
port % w ill be subm itted to President 
Cleveland soon afte r he retu rn s and it 
w ill rem ain for him to determ ine as to 
: its policy. 


Strikers Gain In Numbers. 
F a l l 
R iv e r , Mass., Oct. 24.—The 
striking weavers are still gaining in 
num bers. 
The m ills have lost 1,200 
ooms since M onday, m aking a to tal of 
4,700 since Saturday. 
At a m eeting of 
th e strikers it w as voted to request a 
conference w ith th e m anufacturers, 
w hen it is probable th a t they w ill ask 
th a t the sam e concessions be granted 
th e weavers as w ere granted th e spin­ 
ners. 
I t is stated the m anufacturers 
w ill m ake no concessions. 


L i t t l e R o c k , Ark., Oct. 24.—Mon­ 
day n ig h t’s program in th e great car­ 
nival of crim e w hich is now holding 
the boards in th e Indian territo ry con­ 
sisted of th e w holesale robbery of 
several sm all tow ns in genuine des­ 
perado style by Bill Cook, supported 
by a strong 
and 
desperate 
com­ 
pany of eight or ten followers. 
F our j 
men rode in to the tow n of W atova 
early in the evening, m aking th e ir 
approach know n by a promiscuous 
discharge of firearms. 
The bandits 
terrorized 
the 
inhabitants, 
who 
sought 
safety 
in 
th eir 
homes 
behind 
barricaded 
doors. 
The 
outlaw s visited every store in th e vil­ 
lage and ran th e m erchants aw ay w ith 
W inchesters and revolvers. 
They took 
from th e stores all th e money they 
could find and everything^ else they 
w anted. 
The W atova postoffice w as 
robbed of about $60 in cash and $55 in 
stam ps. 
From W atova th e gang rode on to 
Tala, ten m iles aw ay, w here they re­ 
peated th eir depredations. 
They rode 
into tow n and proceeded a t once to rob 
stores rig h t and left. 
Every store in 
th e place w as visited and th e pro­ 
prietors compelled a t th e point of re­ 
volvers and W inchesters to tu rn over 
th e ir cash. 
The postoffice w as also robbed of 
stam ps and a sm all am ount of money. 
The bandits entered the tow n boldly 
and made no effort to conceal th eir 
identity; none were masked. 
From 
reports of th eir description they w ere 
undoubtedly the same gang th a t held 
up the Missouri Pacific train a t Coreta 
Siding Saturday night. 
I t is believed it was the bandits’ in­ 
tention to rob the Missouri Pacific pas­ 
senger train No. 231 a t Tala. 
W hile 
they w ere holding up the postoffice the 
train pulled into the station. 
The 
trainm en were notified of the presence 
of the gang and the train was started 
a t once. 
T ala is near Claymore and 
forty m iles w est of Coreta. 
The band­ 
its did not ta rry long after th e train 
pulled out. 
They galloped out of 
tow n, discharging th eir W inchesters.

W a b a s h , Ind., Oct. 24.—W abash was 
visited a t m idnight last n ig h t by the 
w orst fire in its history. 
The exten­ 
sive shops and roundhouses of the 
M ichigan division of th e “ Big F our'’ 
were alm ost wiped out. 
Shortly be­ 
fore 12 o’clock a slight explosion of 
natural gas in the m achine shop set 
the in terio r of the structure, 50x400, 
in tw o stories, ablaze and the round­ 
house on the east and th e car re­ 
pair shops on th e south w ere a few 
m inutes 
la ter a 
sheet of 
flame. 
T here w ere tw elve engines in the 
shops and east and w est roundhouses, 
all but four of w hich were saved. Two 
coaches and tw o cabooses in th e car 
shop were consumed, and half a dozen 
freight cars also burned. 
Over one 
hundred men w ill be throw n out of 
em ploym ent and half of these lost th eir 
tools. 
I t is impossible to get an accur­ 
ate estim ation of th e loss, but it w ill be 
a t least $100,000, w ith insurance about 
one half, placed, it is said, in Cincinnati. 


Fighting Fire In Copley Swamp. 


A k r o n, Ohio, Oct. 24.—The condition 
of the fires in Copley swam p has im­ 
proved. 
The w ind prevents th e fire 
from spreading w ith rapidity, and the 
fighters of the flames feel much en­ 
couraged. 
A “dead line" has been dug 
fifteen feet wide and five feet deep, 
and it is hoped to stop the progress of 
the flames here. 
A herd of th irteen 
fine Jersey cattle belonging to John W. 
F rank were caught in a circle of fire 
yesterday 
and suffocated to death. 
The smoke darkens the city by day and 
is suffocating at night.

T o l e d o , Ohio, Oct. 24.—A sensation 
w as caused a t the m eeting of th e city 
council last evening by th e presenta­ 
tion and unanim ous ador Lion by the 
low er board of a resolution arraigning 
May'or Guy G. M ajor for alleged vio­ 
lation of authority in connection w ith 
the system of bookkeeping put into 
th e m unicipal departm ents some tim e 
ago by th e Safeguard A ccountant com­ 
pany, of Chicago. 
The alleged viola­ 
tion of authority consists in the action 
of th e m ayor in appointing to the of­ 
fice of city accountant Jam es AV. Cald­ 
w ell, P erry Crippen and W. O. Curtiss, 
successively, 
all of whom are al­ 
leged 
to 
have been incom petent. 
and in th e approval by th e m ay­ 
o r of a claim of $3,177 of the Safe­ 
guard com pany, w hich claim the coun­ 
cil rejected as “ boldly illegal and ex­ 
to rtio n ate.” 
The m ayor is charged w ith fu rth er 
dereliction of duty in failing to have 
presented m onthly statem ents from 
th e several city departm ents, as pro­ 
vided by law. 
Many m em bers of the 
council consider th e affair as th e first 
step tow ard im peaching th e mayor.

SOLDIERS NEEDED. 


Request for Troops to Suppress Bandit# 
Sent to the War Department. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
Oct. 
24.—Secretary 
Hoke Sm ith has requested th e secre­ 
ta ry of w ar to send troops to the In ­ 
dian territo ry to suppress the lawless 
bands w hich have been operating there 
and in the adjacent country. 
The 
secretary suggests th a t a troop of cav­ 
alry be sent into the Indian territory 
i;o assist A gent Wisdom in preserving 
th e peace. 
I t is expected th a t th e 
troops would then be used to h u n t 
down and drive out the m arauders who 
are harassing the people. 
A gent Wisdom w ired th e Indian of­ 
fice asking authority to incur the nec­ 
essary traveling expenses of the In ­ 
dian police in assisting U nited States 
m arshals who w ere hunting down th e 
thieves and m aking arrests.

United States marshals were disarmed 
by the strikers a t Trinidad and then 
driven out of town and otherwise 
roughly handled. 
All pleaded not 
guilty and are being tried together.

T here was a crowd a t the. W heeling 
depot to give th e governor a noisy w el­ 
come and accompany him to the hoteL 
A fter supper he spoke from the balcony 
of the hotel to a large crowd th a t liter­ 
ally packed the street. Gov. M cKinley 
then w ent across the Ohio river to 
Bridgeport, Ohio, w here he addressed 
a large audience of Ohioans and W est 
Virginians, epholding and defending 
the law w ith which his nam e is asso­ 
ciated. 
To-night he speaks a t P itts­ 
burg, then goes to New York.

BOLD BANDITS CAUGHT. 


Killed rn Rancher and F o o t Employes— 
They W1U Be Shot. 


T e p e t e t l a n , 
Mexico, Oct. 
24.—A 
band of brigands, led by th e notorious 
outlaw 
Julio Longorio, visited th e 
ranch of Francisco Perez, near th e vil­ 
lage of Jaloaitlan, this district, and 
killed Mr. Perez and four of th e em­ 
ployes of th e ranch. 
V incente Diaz, 
captain of a force of ru ral guards, 
started im m ediately in pursuit of the 
brigands and advices have ju st been 
received here th a t th e bandits were 
followed into th e m ountains and th ree 
of them captured, including Longorio. 
All of them w ill be shot. 


Third iii the Line is Now in Succession 
to the Czarowitz—Wedding of the 
Princess Albe to the Heir Appa­ 
rent—All Russia Stirred By the 
News. 


S t. Petebbubg, Oct. 24—'The czar’s 
condition is about the same today.

T his 
M athem atical 
Problem W as At­ 
tem pted Four Thousand Years Ago. 
The oldest mathematical book in 
the world, which dates some 4,000 
years back and was written in Egypt, 
contains a rule for squaring the cir­ 
cle, says the Engineers1 Gazette. 
The rule given is to shorten the 
diameter by a ninth, and on the line 
so obtained to construct a square; 
and this, though far from being ex­ 
act, is near enough for most practi­ 
cal purposes. 
Since then the ama­ 
teur squarer of the circle has been 
a thorn in the side of the profes­ 
sional mathematician. 
Learned so­ 
cieties at last, in pure self-defense, 
made a rule that all resolutions of 
the 
problem 
sent 
to 
them 
should 
without 
examination 
be 
consigned 
to 
the 
flames. 
In 
the last century a Frenchman named 
Mathulus was so sure he had suc- 
t?eeded in squaring the circle that he 
offered a reward of $1,003 to anyone 
who proved his solution erroneous. 
It was shown to be erroneous if not 
to his own satisfaction, at least to 
that of the courts, and he had to 
pay 
the money. 
M athematicians 
have long been convinced that the 
solution was impossible, but it is 
only a few years since they were 
able to demonstrate this. 
A Ger­ 
man professor named Landmann pub­ 
lished 
in 
1882 a demonstration, 
which was accepted by the scientific 
world as satisfactory ; so that would- 
be squarers of the circle may now 
rest from their labors, seeing that it 
has 
been 
mathematically proved 
that tho thing cannot be done.

RAYNOR WAS ABOY IN HIS OLD AGE 


Rock County Pioneer Remembered Very 
Kindly B y South Dakota Friends. 
Daniel O. Raynor, the Rock County 
pioneer who died in Sioux Falls Octo­ 
ber 13 is spoken of highly by Dakota 
papers. 
The Sioux Falls Press says: 
"Mr. Raynor was born in Hartford. 
Conn., May 26, 1806, and had reached 
his eighty-ninth year. 
He was the 
son of Rev. Menzies Raynor, who was 
the first rector of Christ church at 
Hartford, and a nephew of Peter 
Cooper, the great philanthropist. 
In 
1834 he removed to St. Louis, where 
he was married. 
He then removed to 
Sbopiere, Wisconsin territory, 
and 
later took up his residence in Janes­ 
ville, where he lived until 1873, when 
he went to Hastings, Minn. 
"During all his life, ’Uncle Dan,* as 
he was familiarly called by all his 
legion of friends, young and old, was 
rugged and active, but on the 15th of 
last February he suffered a paralytic 
stroke, which has ever since confined 
him to Lis bed, and which also af­ 
fected his mind. 
During all these 
months he has been a very great care 
but no invalid ever had more constant 
and tender attention than did ’Uncle 
Dan* at the hands of both Mr. and 
Mrs. Vincent. He rebelled at the ides 
that he should not be able to be up 
and around as formerly, and it re 
quired great knack to make bim even 
occasionally submissive. 
Much of the 
time he was in pain, and there is a 
kind of sad gratification in the fact 
that death has finally released him 
from his helplessness. 
" ‘Uncle Dan’ was a striking char­ 
acter in this commnnity. 
When con 
siderably past his four-score years he 
still indulged in trap shooting and 
field hnntiDg, and no boy was ever 
prouder of his skill and prowess as & 
Nimrod. 
He delighted in associating 
with young fellows, and among all 
classes his hearty and genial wayt- 
made him a great favorite. 
He lived 
a life full of pleasant thoughts anc 
pleasant actions, and thor^ are very 
many who have missed the delightful 
old gentleman from among them at 
ie has lain upon his bed unable to 
join their sports and pastimes."

Cleverly Written Story Prepared For 
“ The History of the National Guard 
of Wisconsin” Tells Some Interest­ 
ing Facts In Regard to the Bower 
City Militia Company. 


Janesville militia has figure! im the 
making of history more than once. 
It 
now gets honorable place in the sum­ 
mary to be published by the state— 
“The History of the Wisconsin Na­ 
tional Guard.” 
The writer says: 
The Chicago fire in 1871, the Pitts­ 
burg riots in 187G and other concur­ 
ring events which caused our govern­ 
ment to use its troops for the sup­ 
pression of disorder was the direct 
cause of the formation of the Wiscon­ 
sin National Guard, and in 1878 the 
prevailing spirit reached Janesville. 
The Janesville Guards were organized 
August 5, and the local paper of that 
day said of the membership of the 
company: “ The men are nearly all 
young and a glance down the line will 
show they are of the best in the city, 
and as such will be an honor th the 
city, and also to the state.” and this 
prophecy turned out to be true. 
The officers first elected were T. T. 
Croft, captain; H. A. Smith, first lieu­ 
tenant; M. A. Newman, second lieu­ 
tenant; J. W. Bates, judge advocate; 
J. W. St. John, surgeon; T. W. Mac- 
Lean, chaplain. The company soon es­ 
tablished such a record and reputa­ 
tion that they 
weie 
known, not 
only 
throughout 
the 
state 
but 
throughout 
the 
whole 
country. 
In these contest, July 4, 
1879 with the Oshkosh Guards they 
won first prize and in the contest at 
Freeport, 111,, the same summer, they 
divided equal honors with the Aurora 
Guards and the Rockford Rifles. 
In 
1880 in the great state contest, open 
to all troops of the state, they carried 
off first prize, a purse of $500. 
First 
prize was also won at Woodstock, 111., 
in a contest open to companies of the 
northwest; again at the contest held 
before the reunion of the G. A. R., 
they were successful in winning hon 
ors when they brought home the dia­ 
mond medal. 
In 1880 they made 
tour through the south on invitation 
of the militia of Atlanta and Macon 
Georgia. 
In 1881 they took part in 
the suppression of the EauUlaire riots 
In the following year they also took 
part in fee state encampment as wel 
as visiting the state encambment o 
Illinois 
and 
Iowa 
as 
guests 
of those 
states. 
They attended the 
reception of General Grant on his re­ 
turn from his trip around the world 
and there escorted and acted as guard 
of honor to the ex-president. 
In 1886 
the nots in Milwaukee called them into 
duty and again they proved that they 
could be depended upon when necessi­ 
ty demanded work.
